The issue was defense of Great 
Britain. An estimated 80 per cent 
of the Labor membership believes 
in defending the nation. But be- 
cause labor union -votes are cast 
by the union leadership: in blocs, 
Gaitskell lost by a narrow mar- 
gin which was, nonetheless, hu- 
miliating. His integrity and pur- 
pose, however, were unimpaired. 


Stand Reversed 


What has cheered Mr. King, and 
others of his party who regard 
the Anglo-American alliance as 
necessary and desirable, is the 
fact that the Engineering Union, 
with almost three quarters of a 
million members, has reversed its 
stand of last October. If this new 
position is maintained, then Mr. 
Gaitskell will be sustained in the 
autumn, and the Labor Party will 
then have an opportunity to re- 
group and réform. 


An unexpected dividend in the 
form of a Communist setback also 
cheers Mr. King and those who 
stand with Hugh Gaitskell. The 
Communists, who are few in Brit- 
ain, by the usual methods of pa- 
tience, tireless attention to detail, 
and unquestioning acceptance of 
party discipline, have attained dis- 
turbing influence in three major 
unions, transport and general 
workers, engineering, and the 
electrical trades. 


The paradox is that C. P. mem- 
bership in Great Britain is ac- 
curately estimated at somewhere 
less than 30,000. Confronted with 
the inability to win either parlia- 
mentary or local elections, the 
Communist Party members were 
directed to devote full attention 
to capturing elections to the gov- 
erning bodies of unions represent- 
ing major industries. In this they 
have been unusually successful. 


But within recent weeks their 
traditional ability to deceive was 
upset. The Communist Party was 
revealed to have been stealing 
elections in a manner more fla- 
grant than even the most corrupt 
machines in America would at- 
tempt. They printed extra ballots. 
This is not new. But they became 
too confident and careless. 


Fake Ballots 


The secretary of at least one 
union, who had mailed the official 
ballots out one evening, received 
marked ballots back the next 
morning before those to whom the 
genuine ballots were addressed

All at once the Communist Par- 
ty labor leaders were revealed as 
corrupt and ruthless. While this 
will not disturb the Communist 
members, it is expected to have 
an effect on the others who can- 
not avoid seeing the betrayal of 
members by the use of fake bal- 
lots and false technicalities. This 
may make unions see the need 
to reform election procedures to 
make them conform to majority 
opinion,

Censoring Movies 


Atlanta ought to get out of the busi- 
ness of censoring movies. It is a dubious 
business, full of danger in a free society. 

An intelligent alternative would be 
to apply the British-type grading system 
to movies here, if the grading is done by 
such an experienced and able judge as 
Mrs. Christine Gilliam, the present cen- 
sor. 

Judge Luther Alverson struck down the 
censorship law in Atlanta on grounds it 
violated the state constitution. He noted 
correctly that there are obscenity laws 
to protect the public. 

The city now says it will appeal Al- 
verson’s ruling. The U.S. Supreme Court 
already has decided in one case that it is 
constitutional, under the federal constitu- 
tion, for cities and states to censor movies 
if they wish. 

What the legal outcome will be for At- 
lanta remains to be seen. 

We submit. however, that Atlanta 
should not wait for judicial rulings to di- 
rect its conduct. Voluntarily, the commu- 
nity should guide itself less by what it 
can do in the field of censorship, and 
more by what it should do. 

Delegating the judgment of,all to the 
hands of a few, and giving the few a 
power of life or death over movies that 
come to the community, is a poor course. 
Atlanta ought to shun it. 

Still, the community needs protection 
against screen trash. So if the obscenity 
laws are considered insufficient, then the 
method of grading and labeling pictures 
—as suitable for adults only, for children 
when accompanied by adults, or for the 
whole family—would assure protective 
guidance without imprisoning the com- 
munity behind a censor’s bars.

The Cobb County Grand Jury’s pre- 
sentments call for changes that would go 
far toward bringing governmental proce- 
dures up to date. 

No matter who the man is, no county 
should have a one-man commission form 
of government. As the jurors said, there 
should be a board. Placing the reins in 
the hands of three or five persons, each 
of them answerable to the people, makes 
for a better operation than single-handed 
rule, 

Other recommendations of special sig- 
nificance urge extensive revisions in 
county auditing, budgeting and purchas- 
ing methods and ask that pinball ma- 
chinges be outlawed. 

Findings by the jury should be made 
the basis for gearing governmental pro- 
cedures to county growth.

ICBM Maginot Line 
Does Raise Questions 


It is revealing no military secrets to 
note that the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee, headed by Rep. Carl Vinson, has 


_Yraised doubts about the reliability of de- 


livering nuclear weapons by interconti- 
nental ballistic missiles. 

It is true that as far as laboratory 
tests can determine, ICBM’s would be ef- 
fective for such a purpose. However, it 
has not been established through tests 
what would happen to a nuclear warhead 
on reentry into the atmosphere after its 
journey through space. The committee 
raises the question, too, about-where we

would be if an international agreement 
outlawing nuclear weapons is reached. 

These are good questions and point 
up the extreme difficulty of Congress and 
the Defense department in giving pri- 
ority to weapons systems. If we abandon 
research and development of military air- 
craft, we are assuming ICBM’s are fool- 
proof. If we depend wholly upon ICBM’s 
as a deterrent force, our ability to fight 
conventional wars is lessened. 

There doesn’t seem to be much choice 
but to strengthen our conventional 
forces, including manned aircraft, while 
building an arsenal of ICBM’s as deter- 
rent power against a massive attack on 
the free world. It will continue to be ex- 
pensive but the Maginot Line concept of 
depending wholly upon a nuclear deter- 
rent could backfire dangerously.

Are Farms 35 Times 
As Important as Slums? 


Atlantan Charles Palmer, the pioneer 
slum fighter, pointed out the difference 
between federal aid for slums and fed- 
eral aid for farms to a group here Thurs- 
day night. 

The federal government spends $84 a 
year for each slum family. It spends 
$3,000 for each farm family. (If a low 
income family lives in “public housing” 
does a farmer with land in the bank and 
receiving artificial, tax-supported prices 
for his crops live on a “public farm”) 

The crime in this contrast is that the 
United States is no longer a nation of 
farms. There are more Americans living 
in slums than in farm houses. 

Farms, of course, provide food and 
fiber for all the non-farming Americans. 
So féderal aid to agriculture is justified. 
It must not be overlooked, however, that 
slums provide a threat (by breeding 
crime and disease and destroying property 
values) to all non-slum-dwelling Ameri- 
cans. 
As long as we spend 35 times as much 
for agriculture as we do for eradicating 
slums, the problems of our cities and 
hence our nation are going to multiply.

On Venereal Diseases 


The report by the Communicable 
Disease Center which indicates that more 
cases of infectious syphilis will be re- 
ported in the Atlanta area this year than 
for the preceding two years combined 
calls for intensified attacks on the 
problem. , 

For some time now the center has been 
warning that veneral diseases, which were 
on the decline for a number of years, were 
on the rise again. It is not confined to At- 
lanta but represents a nationwide trend. 
Urban areas especially are affected. Num- 
ber of cases of syphilis reported last year 
showed an increase of 67 per cent. Fulton 
recorded an 86 per cent rise. 

Most spectacular rise in VD cases has 
been among teen-agers, certainly a warn- 
ing to all communities. 

Many reasons for the increase are 
given: Mobile populations, rapid urbani- 
zation and the social problems generated 
by it, inadequate epidemiology, popula- 
tion growth, failure of private physicians 
to report cases and improper diagnoses. 

Statistics show the alarming increase 
of the problem. The causes suggest the 
remedies. Action by public and private 
health agencies and physicians, social 
service institutions and greater education- 
al efforts are indicated. If simply ignored, 
we can expect even more shocking statis- 
tics in the future.

Kennedy Grows 


Stronger in Defeat 


WASHINGTON—President Kennedy flew to 
Florida Thursday and left behind a most inter- ‘ 
esting paradox, that in the midst of one of the Bee 
worst presidential blunders in recent history—over Cuba—he stands

higher in the esteem of his colleagues than ever before. 


Part of the reason is that they 
feel they misled him on Cuba. 
Then, too, he took responsibility 
for their advice. But the main 
point is that, in the crisis, he did 
not panic. He did not let the past 
overwhelm the present, the future 
or history. He was not cruel to 

This may have troubled the im- 
patient in Washington who wanted 
the Marines in Cuba and Laos, 
but_it impressed the more thought- 
ful and relieved the Allies, who 
feared he would avenge his de- 
feat by breaking off the nuclear 
testing talks in Geneva or acting 
rashly in Cuba and Laos. 

In similar circumstances, the 
British and French plunged into 
Suez and severely divided the 
countries. Kennedy did not do 
this, and the history of the Amer- 
ican presidency suggests that he 
was wise. 

Several years ago Professor 
Arthur M. Schlesinger Sr. asked 
leading historians and social sci- 
entists ot America to rate the 
presidents of the past. 

They listed Lincoln, Washing- 
ton, Franklin D. Roosevelt, Wil- 
son, Jefferson and Jackson as the 
great presidents who had a sense 
of history, who identified them- 
selves with some great historical 
turning point and concentrated on 
that rather than on the secon- 
dary questions and moods of the 
moment. 

The great turning point of his- 
tory now is not Cuba or Laos, 
important as they are, but the 
control of nuclear armaments and 
the movement toward unity in 
the Free World. 


Kennedy has been aware of this 
point. Though most have urged 
him to concentrate upon Cuba and 
Laos, he has stressed the Geneva 
nuclear talks and the unification 
of NATO. He may not persuade 
the Russians to control nuclear 
arms or the Allies to unite ac- 
cording to U.S. plans, but at 
least he has insisted on the pri- 
mary rather than the secondary 
questions. 

The pressures to do otherwise 
have been very great. Many in- 
fluential people wanted him to re- 
dress the balance of the Cuban 
defeat in a hurry. The Senate 
Republican leader, Everett Dirk- 
sen of Illinois, urged him Thurs- 
day to give the Russians an ulti- 
matum to agree on nuclear arms 
control by a certain date, or face 
“the fact that the United States 
would start underground nuclear 
testing. 

Kennedy rejected this advice. 
It can be said that he is deter- 
mined to talk with Premier 
Khrushchev beforé he reaches so 
crucial a decision. He has, in 
short, identified the “turning 
point’’ of his time—the control of 
nuclear weapons. And it is in- 
teresting that among those urging 
him to talk to Khrushchev about 
this is the titular head of the 
Republican Party, former Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon. 

The President has erred on sec- 
ondary issues like Cuba, which he 
has tried to correct in time, but 
on primary issues he has acted 
with wisdom and restraint. And 
this is why, despite his blunders, 
he retains the respect and affec- 
tion of his administration.

Out of such elements, the Rev. 
Gustave Edwin Anderson of La 
Crosse, Wis., today is building an 
unusual ministry 


It’s called the “waiting room 
pulpit.”’ 


As its national chaplain, his aim 
is to spread the Christian mes- 
sage among the time - marking, 
often lonely people, awaiting 
transportation at bus, train and 
airline terminals. 


NEGLECTED FRONTIER 


He calls this the ‘neglected 
frontier of America’s home mis- 
sion field."

waiting rooms resemble regular | 
pulpits, but the voice that speaks 
from them consists of religious 
literature dispensed’ from an en- 
closed compartment for travelers 
to read while they wait — or ride. 


THE MOTTO 

Engraved, blue - lettered alumi- 
num signs attached to the pulpits 
describe the service. They bear 


a red-colored cross, and the mot- 
to: 


“No creed but Christ — no law 
but love.” 


The Rev. Mr. Anderson, 61, an 
American Baptist, doesn’t see his 
audience, but he has heard from 
many individuals whose lives 
were deeply affected by the mes- 
sage they received there. 


He told of a despondent mother, 
intending suicide because of vi- 
cious gossip, who paused in a Bur- 
lington, Iowa, railroad station 
some years ago, read some of the 
“pulpit” materials, and took the 
next train home.
